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United States Honey Production Down 14 Percent  
 

United States honey production in 2021 totaled 126 million pounds, down 14 percent from 2020. There were 2.70 million 

colonies producing honey in 2021, down slightly from 2020. Yield per colony averaged 46.9 pounds, down 14 percent from 

the 54.5 pounds in 2020. Producer honey stocks were 23.5 million pounds on December 15, 2021, down 41 percent from a year 

earlier. Stocks held by producers exclude those held under the commodity loan program.
